GEORGETOWN, Del., Feb. 8.— 
Determined to get into the courts 
house here for the afternoon ses- 
sion of the trial of Harry Butler, 
Negro, charged with an attack on 
Eleanor Steinmetz,.a 10-year-old 
white girl of Bridgeville on Jan. 
21, 2000 persons, mostly men, 
made a rush in an effort to storm 
the building this afternoon. : 
The crowd was breaking down 
the barbed wire fence, protecting 
the building, when, after efforts at 
pacification failed, the rush was 
resisted with tear bombs, thrown 
by the soldiers from the courthouse, 
Capt. Fred Marvel of Laural, Adju- 
tant at the military headquarters 
here, talked to the crowd, telling 
them that all who could be ad- 
mitted would be allowed in at the 
proper time. He hegged them to 
stand back. Similar action was 
taken by Maj. S. B. Duncan, the 
commanding officer. . 
The requests were unheeded. 
Soldiers then donned gas masks 
and hurled tear bombs from the 
upper windows of the courthouse, 
Twenty or 30 bombs were thrown. 
The crowd seattered quickly, 
some persons being slightly injured 
in the rush. After the fumes had 


passed off the crowd was back at 


the wire again, but a little less em- 
phatic, hoping for a chance to get 
in the building and hear the trial. 

Butler was convicted by a fury 
this afternoon after it deliberated 
eight minutes. . 


Under the law of Delaware, 
felonious assault carries with it 
the death penaity. 

Butler was sentenced to be 


hanged on Feb. 26 at Georgetown. 

After the excitement of the tear 
bombing had subsided, the crowd 
appeared to grow more dense, and 
as it was found to be pressing in on 
the courthouse, new warnings were 
given by the troops, who withdrew 
some of the machine guns from 
some parts of the courthouse_,and 
trained them on the crowd ih an 
effort to hold it off in this manner.
